There are many issues which 
will be debated in this session of the 
Oregon Legislature that will directly 
impact students; among them are 
Health Care and insurance, tuition 
hikes and financial aid. Simply 
complaining about them or waiting for 
someone else to do the job will not 
change the current situation. 
Participation in the process can make 
a difference. If our elected officials 
are not pressured, they tend fo sit on 
their thumbs; occassionally they need 
a gentle shove (or even a swift kick). 
"Why not just sign a petition,” you ask? 
Because it will not carry as much clout 
as a large mound of letters. The letter- 
writing campaign will be held from 
Wednesday, February 12th until the 
following Wednesday, the 19th. These 
letters should be personal and in your 
own handwriting; include your desires 
and complaints as the focal point. 
Large stacks of letters sent to 
individual legislators get noticed-- 
petitions tend fo fall through the 
cracks. If you are affected, write a 
letter. A great deal is at stake and 
letters help in decision-making. For 
additional information come into the 
ASBG office.

The Oregon Health Plan is a program that 
helps low-income Oregonians afford health 
care. Since 1995, if you are a full time 
student, you are not eligible for the health 
plan, even if your income is low enough. 


A student can remain eligible if they are 
part time, taking less than twelve credits. 
The dilemna is that they might not qualify 
for their financial aid as a part time student. 
Part time students depend on state aid for 
health insurance longer, because it takes 
more time to complete their program and 
find a job with health benefits. 


Many students drop out to remain eligible. 
If they drop out, the chances are that they 
will not find a job that offers health 
insurance for them, their spouses or 
dependants. They could remain dependant 
on state aid for a long time to come.
